’ Late in 1925 the attack on scar­ 
let fever 1m an. In the face of an 
epidemic, all the children were giv­ 
en the Dick te-t for susceptibility 
to scarlet

with scarlet fever tox in in order to 
build up an im m unity against the 
j disease.

Dick, who, with her

veloped the Dick test and the Dick 
jcontrou methods, in his work 
on 
¡scarlet fever control. 
‘ T hus smallpox , diphtheria and 
scarlet fever have been completely 
¡elim inated from the ex perience of 
children in the Soldiers' and Sail- 
I ors' C hildren’s
